BARRISON THE CHOICE OF THE 
REPUBLICANS. 


Reid for Vice-President. 


The convention of Republicans at 
Minneapolis soon finished its labors 
While it lasted the excitement was 
iatense. 

The eandidates or mominees were 
five in number. On tke first poll 
President Harrison received sufficient 
votes to secure him the nomination. 
The official return of the polling was 
as follows: The total number of 
votes cast was 9044 ; necessary toa 
ehoice. 453. Benjamin Harrison re- 
eeived 18233, Wm. McKinley 1832, 
Robert T. Lineoln I, Tbomas B. Reed 
4 

The nowination was then made un- 
animous. The wildest exeitement pre 
vailed when the result of the poll was 
announced. Afterward Whitelaw 
Reid of the New Yagk Tribune was 
snanimously chosen as candidate for 
Vieo-President. ~ 
_ This is the shortest convention that 
has heen hel.’ for many years. It may 
be interesting to review some of the 
past Republican convertions and the 
candidates who were nominated and 
votes polled. 

The candidates for the Republican 
nomination at Chicago in 1884 were 
chiefly James G. Blaine and President 
Arthur. On the first ballot Mr Blaine 
had 334 votes and the President 278. 
Senator Edmunds, Gen. John A. 
Logan, Senator Sherman, Gen. Haw- 
ley, of Conneeticutt, and Mr. Lincoln, 
the present minister to Great Britain, 
were the other candidates. On the 
fourth ballot Blaine received the romi- 
nation, most of Edmund's supporter® 
and all the backers of Logan and 
Sherman having swung over. In 1888 
at Chicago again, the candidates wero 
Sherman, Gresham, Alger, Depew, Al- 
lison, Harrison, Phelps, Rusk, Mo- 
Kinley and Blaine, the last four hav- 
ing votes cast for them against their 
expressed wishes. Sherman at first 
had the majority in a scattering Geld. 
but on the eighth ballot a “dark 
horse” won, and Harrison became the 
eandidate of the party. During the 
famous eonvention of 1880, at which 
Garfield was nominated over Grant, 
the matter was also a compromise, and | 
Gon, Gartield, who had been all along 
getting one to ten votes, suddenly re- | 
ceived on the thirty-sixth ballot 399 | 
votes, which nominated hin against | 
the steady voting strength of 300 pos- 
sessed by Grant, and the 284 votes 
which Blaine reoeived at first, and 
pretty evenly continued to obtain, un- 
til, in the last ballot, his supporters 
and the backers of Sherman. Wirdom, 
Edinunds and Washburn plumped for 
(sarfield. 

In regard to the present nomination 
it will be interesting to follow the} 
course, that the ex-secretary of siate | 
will pursue. Will he again accept the| 
port-folio or will he retire from public 
life 1 Time alone can tell. At pree-| 
ent it weuld he ditheult te prophesy. 

Tre unanimity will prevailed among 
the Republicans after the nomination 
shows a determination to unite their 
forees and eleet Harrison their chosen 
Standard Bearer. The Demoerats have | 
yet to hold their nominations. 

Ex-Preaident Cleveland will probab 
ly be their representative. If so, the 
political battle will be fiercely fought. | 
It will to some extent. bea contest 
het weer: the protective tariff policy of | 
the Republicans and the trade policy 
of the Democrats
